Ra aspressod the hope that Coagraaa 
would extend these permanent regu- 
lations to all postmaslersblps by 
bringing them under tha elaasitlad 
civil service. 

Today's action was the first im- 
portant step^takOB by the new ad- 
minlatratlea la ragard to tba ge«ef 
al problem ot patronage, aad la m- 
derstood to have beMi decided oa af- 
ter extended conferences between tho 
President. Postmaster General Hay* 
and other high administration of- 
ficials. It has been forecast as a part ' 
of tha poatoffice reorganization pUus 
under coatemplatlon by the postma» 
ter gaaardl. ^

such examination baa been held tmM. 
the papers In connection therewith 
have been rated, the said commis- 
sion shall certify the results thereof 
to the postmaster general, who shall 
submit to the President tho name ot 
oaa ot tha hlgftaat three qualified 
allgibles tor appolatmaat to fiU mttm^ 
vacaacy naleaa it is eatabllibad that 
the character or realdenoe at any 
such applicant disqualifies him tar 
ai)|i(iintment. 

"Provided: Tbat at the explra.- 
tlon of the term of any perfaa mr 
pointed to aucta position thru 
aation batoro tba Qivll Servlea 
mlssioa, the postmastar general magfr 
in hU discretion, subnilt the name oit 
such person to the rresideni for re- 
nominaiiiiii wiihntn lui'lier exami- 
nation. 

"No person who has passed uis 06 
birthday or who has not actually sa^ 
aided wlthla the deUvary ot saah afr 
ilea tor two years aaxt p r eeadlrt p i 
vacancy, shall be given the 
tlon herein provided for. 

"If. under this order, it is desired 
to make nomination for any office of 
a person ii the competitive eluhsifiod 
service, such peraoB mus^ first be 
found by theXSivll Sarrief CtomaUa* 
stoa to Biaot tba mlataiaaa MaaiM»> 
meats for the otfaa."

Delving lato the 
court records falla to dtacloae what 
might be termed the main cause ot 
inireascd divorces, but, says the 
wilier in the Daltiiiiore paper, there 
arc some clearly defined major, if 
uol main, factors to be found among 
the contributing causes ot the alarm- 
tag increase. He reports that — 

"These factors, which are to he 
.found In the observation of Judges, 
court recorders and others in close 
touch with divorce proceediiig% in- 
clude the laxity of law and Its aduiiu- 
istrstion. maklas decrees easy to get 
la maay Ststas, a grawiag teadeacy 
of yonng folks to wed In-lissta, fail- 
ure on the part ot parents to exercise 
u proper oveis^ight iu the matter of 
their eblidrun's associates, a tree-and- 
c-usy public mind, which seems to hold 
the uiarrlage vowu lightly and conse- 
ausBtly attaches little moral weight 
to tka divorce. 

"The 'Jasiing wife' is coming into 
increasing prominence, according to 
.some statisiitian.s. while the 'unrest' 
of hubbaudii, a condition utributed to 
recent war service, is scarcely less 
conspicuous. But of all the tsctors 
that can be traced directly to tke 
war tke 'slsoksr marrisfs' tigures 
most prominently.

"At first it was rather noticeable 
that the nipiubers of the bar looked 
nil the service of wonieff on the Ju 
with some misgiving.

However, it soon be- 
came apparent that the women oi 
tlie jury were not extreme, in othe 
woriis. instead ot standing out for thi 
maximum punishment they were 
found readily agreeing with the men 
on moderate verdicts, aad It was very 
noticeable that the bar was uo longer 
afraid of accepting the wiiiiien on the 
too much|j"''>' '''c criminal enses. 

[ "1 (loiilti whether the s-rvice o 
women on Juries should bei erne gon 
oral. I know that under our prcsen 
law on the subject ot Jury trials In 
criminal casea the service of women 
on Juries is impracticable. In the 
trial ot cases of offenses which may 
lie imiii-li.d capitally the Jury must 
lie kpjit together in charge ot an of 
ficer. On the trial of other felonies 
after the case is submltte'd to the Ju- 
ry they must ha kept together ta 
ckarge ot an officer. 

"Where one of the Jury 'goes they 
must all go and where one stays they 
must all stay. They have to be kept 
together overnight, so it can readily 
be seen that there must be a change 
ot tha taw respeeUng criminal trials 
inmhta Mate ft the service of women 
on Juries becomes general. 

".Many splendid women who are 
compotenffor jury service, both In 
tellectually and in every other re 
spect, will find it impracticable to 
leave home and attend regularly the 
sessions ot the court. Many ot them 
— in tac.t, most ot them — are tke 
mothers ot cklldren, small children 
that can't well be left at hor-.e and 
away from a mother'^ care and super 
vision, and most of these women live 
out in the country so far from the 
seat ot government that thejr can't ^t- 
tead %oujtt duviag the dtiy aad spend 
the nights at home. 

"I also find . that ther^ Is some 
scntiiiient among men and women 
opposed to the service of women on 
Jiirlea. It seems to me that before 
the lerTice properly can become gen- 
eral the trial Judge would kave to 
be empowered to direct tlie summon- 
ing ot a Jury to be entirely made up 
of women or men, as the court 
thought \>e:it, but »uch a statute 
might iiuet with trouble along con- 
stitutional Hues as iutrlngisg as the 
rights ot lltigihtt ta tke seleetlsu ot 
a Jury.

The poor, desplfted army mnle. 
» bose dyn:i : 1 1' ■ -lik e disimsitioii and 
active hind legs have won him such 
.in objectionable reputation, was Just 
as efficient in his own little capaci- 
ty as any other functionary of th^ 
late World War. 

Many a dark night near the fron'. 
when shellinc started in our vicinity, 
the unfortunate mules were often 
subjected to very disagreeable eon.'.i- 
tions, to some cases receiving such 
wounda as to necessitate thooting 
them before we reaumed our march 
to the front llnea. On aome nights, 
when the enemy was unusually ac- 
tive with his artillery, niy company 
lost us many as eleven head of hors-s 
and.iiiules during a single barrage. 

In some instances I have observed 
remarkable intelligence displayed by 
mules. 

One afternoon In a small patch ot 
wooda, where niy company was tem- 
porarily quartered, the inevitable 
shelling started with a reality thi.t 
made us think of home. A small 
French village lay to our right and 
In there tha.barrage had begun, grad- 
ually eraeplag toward our vicinity 
and Jeopardising a gronp ot jelpless 
nmles that beloiiKeif to an artillery 
outfit The poor animals seemed to 
seem iheiianKer for their ears twitch- 
cil and lUey grew restless. 
■ Unfortunately, a shell aoreached 
into their mldat and burst, I watch- 
ad, anzioualy, to lee if any fell, but 
not a mula went down. 

After 'a a^rlea of Jumps and 'leaps, 
as they were tied, one little fellow 
seemed to have got loose and trotteil 
over toward another member of the 
company and myself. When he 
reached ua he atopped before ua and 
looked straight into our eyes aa tho 
pleading for aid. We examined his 
wounds and found that he had re- 
ceived .sharptwl injii.ies about the 
necli, right side, and ears, his halter 
having bean severed by a fragment of 
sharpn«l. 

We appreciated da animal's in- 
telligence and led him to our regi- 
mental surgeon who dressed his 
wounds in plenty of bandages. Later 
In the day I saw the little fellow graz- 
ing in a field and munching grass as 
coolly aa tho nothing unusual had 
around in tha wbtt^ bandages. The

The hurley growers of rontral Ken- 
tucky are trying 10 w out a plan 
of tobacco marketing that otfera some 
tangible promise of naatnlaeas. To- 
bacco, like all other eommodlties. 
must yield nnder~any drcnmatances 
to supply and demand, but the pur- 
pose In view Is to stabilize rather than 
to Infla'te prices. Vnder the pre.<ent 
system of marketing the same grade 
of tobacco that aells for a given price 
toda^ may bring a much higher or 
lower price tomorrow. It la to equa- 
lize priors that the hurley grower^ 
are in the main attempting to bring 
about. 

The plan involves first a pledging 
of 75 per cent of the crop to a sell- 
ing orgaaiiatton, which will receive 
and grade the tobacco and effect .^a 
sale at a uniform 'price for a given 
grade. Th? plan will Involve the 
rai-iiiK ol" a large capital which will 
in pun 1).' supiilird by the banks and 
i in part by the growers, who may use 
their notes -as collateral to the banks 
until the crop is marketed. The aaT>- 
ing feature of the plan Is to employ 
expert experienced salesmen and 
handlers of the tobacco. High sala- 
ries for such men ure expected, but 
re.'iults ar" expected to counterl)al- 
ance such expense. Growers of west- 
em Kektucky tobacco will do well to 
watch the experiment of the hurley 
growers and if It sueeeeda pattern 
after it.
